Because of this 
33rd Circuit Court 
Judge Richard M. Paj- 
tas issued a bench war- 
rant for his arrest. 
Cronk was then ar- 
rested on January 10th, 
and is being held until 
the trial date without 
bond.

Cronk stem from an in- 
cident in July 2013 in 
which his three month

old daughter Brooke 
Leanne Cronk was 
shaken to the point of 
serious physical injury.

maternal grandmother 
Laura Bush since the 
incident. Her mother 
Katie Eaton has created 
a webpage documenting 
the progress of 
Brooke’s condition and 
details about the case 
against Cronk. 
According to that 
page Brooke is pro- 
gressing in recovering 
from her injuries. It in- 
dicates that Brooke is 


behind her eyes is clear- 
ing and she is gaining 
weight quickly and 
working toward being 
able to eat on her own 
without a feeding tube. 
Though Brooke will 
likely face long term is- 
sues due to her injuries 
she is also beginning to 
smile, something doc- 
tors warned the family 
she may never be able 
to do. 

Until the sentencing 
of Cronk Brooke will 
stay with her maternal 
grandmother, at which 
point Child Protective 
Services will decide if 
Eaton can have full cus- 
tody of her. The trial 
date for Cronk is Febru- 
ary 5, 2014.

The objective is to 
score as many 24 inch balls in 
goals as possible during a two (2)- 
minute and 30-second match. The 
more Alliances score their ball in 
their goals, and the more they 
work together to do it, the more 
points their Alliance receives. 


The build season is intense, 
with only six weeks to design, 
build and test their robots before 
competition begins. Several of 
the teams are new to FIRST Ro- 
botics Competitions. All teams 
would welcome support from 
their community to make their 
experience a success.

time for your lack of progress? We all have 24 
hours in a day, 168 hours in a week. How much 
of that time do you use in support of your 
goals? 

Think about how you would like to spend 
your time, that is, what activities would support 
your goals? Is there time in your current sched- 
ule for those activities? If achieving your goals 
is important to you, you will find time for them. 

There’s a saying, “If you want something 
done, ask a busy person. The more things you 
do, the more you can do” (Lucille Ball). Busy 
people don’t have any more time in their days, 
but they find time for the things that are impor- 
tant to them. If you started the time log exercise 
I suggested last week, you are getting close to 
have a full week of information on how you 
spend your time. (You can download a template 
here: http://lauravanderkam.com/site/wp-con- 
tent/uploads/2012/01/168-Hours-Log1.pdf.) 

How much of your time is committed to sup- 
porting your goals? Can you see where you can 
find time for exercising or incorporating an- 
other healthy activity? Perhaps you begin with 
the best intentions of setting aside 30 minutes a 
day for aerobic activity (and you know what 
they say about good intentions) only to be dis- 
tracted by another time consuming task. Are 
you spending time on unimportant and not ur- 
gent activities? 

Number three of Steven Covey’s Seven Habits 
of Highly Effective People (1989) is “Put first 
things first.” Review the Merrill Covey matrix 
in light of how you are spending your time. 
How much of your time is spent on not ur- 
gent/not important activities? What activities 
can you eliminate, at least until the new behav- 
ior becomes a habit? 

Examine your daily schedule (or create a 
schedule if you haven’t already!) Make sure 
that you have scheduled time for the activity 
you want to incorporate. If you try to “fit it in” 
around everything else you need to do, it isn’t 
likely to happen. It takes about six weeks for a 
behavior change to become a habit. If you are 
truly committed to making a behavior change, 
make the change a priority in your day and be 
consistent. It will get easier and you will be 
happy you stuck with it!

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Recovery from the Arctic Blast

Negative temperatures across the 
US in the previous week brought a 
threat to Americans and animals 
while in the outdoors. Some people 
saw the humor in the below zero de- 
gree weather by tossing boiling water 
into the frigid air and watching it 
turn to snow in an instant. Others 
spent the week in huge attempts to 
stay warm. 

For those who have jobs that re- 
quire being outdoors, it wasn’t as 
pleasant. Policemen spent nights 
searching for animals left out in the 
cold by their owners, mailmen expe- 
rienced frozen walks to deliver mail, 
and there was even a reported run- 
away prisoner in Kentucky that 
turned himself in because he 
couldn’t handle the cold. Thousands 
of flights were cancelled, and many 
schools were closed. Temperatures 
like this could produce frostbite in 
minutes, so safety precautions had to 


be made. 

To everyone’s relief, the Arctic 
Blast has subsided, and temperatures 
in the lower thirties for once feel 
warm to everyone. I came across a 
man who explained to me, “We had 
negative thirty wind chills last week, 
and now it’s thirty above zero. That’s 
a seventy degree difference.

Please 
take precaution this winter while 
outdoors.

MDOT warns motorists, private 


plows of winter hazards 


A private snowplow pushes snow 
into a state highway, causing a public 
plow to crash and roll over, injuring 
the driver. Meanwhile, in another 
area a motorist disregards winter 
conditions, traveling too fast and 
crashes into the rear of a Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) plow, disabling it. 

Those are just two cases of haz- 
ardous actions in winter resulting in 
crashes this week in Michigan, and 
in both cases taking two winter 
maintenance vehicles out of commis- 
sion. 

“Slippery roads, reduced visibility, 
and excessive speeds greatly reduce 
the margin of error in winter driv- 
ing,” said State Transportation Di- 
rector Kirk T. Steudle. “We implore 
private plow operators and motorists 
to be extra cautious, and avoid doing 
anything that adds to the hazards of 
winter driving or roadway mainte- 
nance.” 

Two main concerns are when resi- 
dents and businesses pile snow at the 
ends of driveways along the highway 
shoulder, and when snow is pushed 


across the road, leaving snow or 
slush on the road surface. 

The Michigan Vehicle Code pro- 
hibits depositing “snow, ice, or slush 
on any roadway or highway,” and 
“the obstruction of safety vision by 
removal or deposit of snow, ice, or 
slush.” This includes the end of 
driveways, where banked snow can 
reduce visibility for vehicles trying 
to enter the roadway. Leaving a trail 
of snow on the pavement while plow- 
ing across the road also can create an 
added hazard to unsuspecting mo- 
torists and to road maintenance per- 
sonnel. 

Motorists also should be particu- 
larly careful around winter mainte- 
nance snowplows and salt trucks. 
These large, powerful vehicles may 
be traveling at slower speeds than ve- 
hicles around them, and may be ob- 
scured by blowing snow. 

“For your safety and the safety of 
our operators, it’s important to give 
snowplows a buffer to do their 
work,” Steudle said. 

Some tips for motorists encounter- 
ing snowplows: 


- Snowplows have limited visibility 
and drivers cannot see directly be- 
hind their trucks; 

- Snowplows often throw up clouds 
of snow behind them, reducing visi- 
bility for drivers following behind 
them; 

- Motorists should never attempt to 
pass a moving snowplow on the 
right. With new wing plows and tow 
plows, the blade can clear the shoul- 
der and the lane of travel simultane- 
ously. Motorists attempting an illegal 
pass through a snow cloud on the 
right and/or shoulder of the road 
most likely won’t see the plow blade 
and run the risk of a serious crash; 
and 

- MDOT snowplows throughout 
Michigan will be driving at 25 mph 
when applying salt, which helps keep 
more salt on the roadway driving 
lanes where it is most effective. 
Snowplows may travel at up to 45 
mph when plowing only. 

MDOT says: Drive like you want to 
make it home tonight.

Radon Action Month hits home in Northern Michigan 


Winter in Northern Michi- 
gan means homes are closed 
up tight — and that’s the best 
possible time to test your 
home for cancer-causing 
radon.

Radon is odorless and invisi- 
ble, so the only way to know 
if your home has a problem 
is to test for it. Radon levels 
can vary greatly from one 
home to the next.

Michigan. 

Bill Dietrich has been a 
real estate professional in 
Northwest Michigan for 
more than 40 years, working 
with home buyers, sellers 
and inspectors every day. He 
finally decided to test his own 
home in Charlevoix for the 
presence of radon. To his sur- 
prise, he discovered radon 
levels in his home exceeding 
the EPA’s recommended ac- 
tion level. 

“My wife and I were very 
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concerned about the results, 
and wanted to know what we 
could do to resolve the prob- 
lem,” Dietrich said. “The 
Health Department was help- 
ful in providing information 
and guidance as to what this 
meant, and what to do next.” 
After some further testing, 
Dietrich contacted a certified

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able to correct the high radon 
level in his home with radon 
mitigation equipment. “The 
equipment was installed in 
one day, and has been effec- 
tively eliminating radon from 
our home for the past seven- 
plus years,” he said, adding 
that follow-up tests have 
shown his home to have 
radon levels at or below those 
found in normal fresh air. 

Dietrich says a large num- 
ber of home buyers and sell- 
ers are not aware of the risks 
posed by radon. “I would rec- 
ommend to buyers that they 
make radon testing part of 
their home inspection, or do 
it independently with the 
Health Department,” he said. 
“Everyone should be in- 
formed and aware that ele- 
vated levels of radon ina 
home can be fixed — not only 
for sale purposes, but for the 
health and wellbeing of the 
homeowner and family living 
in the home.”

Following last weekend’s 
heavy snowfall across much 


produced when appliances 
aren’t operating or venting 
properly. 

Symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning often 
mimic the flu and include 
headaches, nausea, fatigue, 
dizziness, shortness of 
breath, and stinging or 
burning of the eyes. 

If any of these symptoms 
are experienced, leave the 
area immediately and call 
911 or your local fire depart- 
ment for immediate help. 
The best defense against 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
is to install an audible 
alarm that will sound if 
dangerous levels of carbon 
monoxide are present. 

To help ensure the safety 
of meter readers, customers 
are also asked to keep their 
sidewalks, stairways and 
gate areas free of snow and 
ice buildup. A clear path to 
the meter and a meter that 
is clearly visible without a 
build-up of snow and ice 
will help make meters eas- 
ier to read and reduce the 
need for estimating energy 
use.

Obtaining Extra Help for Medicare 


Prescription Drug Premi- 
ums & Medication Copays 

Assistance is available to 
Medicare beneficiaries to help 
pay for their prescription in- 
surance premiums and lower 
copays for their drugs. Eligi- 
bility is based on gross 
monthly income and assets. 
The Extra Help program is ad- 
ministered by Social Security 
and can provide huge cost sav- 
ings along with other benefits 
for those folks who qualify. 

The Extra Help program 
has five different levels of as- 
sistance based on monthly in- 
come and assets. The high-est 
level of assistance is available 
to those who are eligible for 
both Medicare and full Medi- 
caid health bene-fits. These 
beneficiaries are referred to 
as being dual eligible and re- 
ceive the lowest drug copays 
and usually a free monthly 


premium for their prescrip- 
tion insurance plan. 

In order to qualify for the 
lowest level of Extra Help, sin- 
gle beneficiaries must have no 
more than $1,456 of gross in- 
come per month, and $1,959 if 
married. The asset limits are 
$18,300 for single individuals 
and $26,580 for married cou- 
ples. Income and asset 
amounts that are lower than 
these numbers will afford 
even higher levels of assis- 
tance in the form of lowering 
the cost for the prescription 
drug insurance premium and 
reducing the copays for med- 
ications. 

Income is always based on 
the total gross amount and, 
generally speaking, includes 
items such as earned in-come, 
Social Security benefits, pen- 
sions, royalty payments, etc. 
Assets include categories such 


as retirement accounts, IRA‘s, 
investments, and real prop- 
erty other than the principle 
residence. 

There are four other impor- 
tant cost-saving benefits for 
Medicare beneficiaries who 
are eligible for Extra Help as 
follows: 

1. The donut hole does not 
apply. 

2. Depending on the level of 
Extra Help, the annual pre- 
scription drug deductible may 
not apply. 

8. Participants are not sub- 
ject to the open enrollment pe- 
riod and can change their 
Medicare health and drug 
plans anytime. 

4. If a beneficiary has been 
subject to a late enrollment 
penalty that will no longer 
apply. 


Once eligibility has been de- 


termined, the application 


process is relatively easy. The 
best and quickest way is to 
apply is online at the Social 
Security Administration web- 
site found at www.socialsecu- 
rity.gov/extrahelp. 

Also, Medicare beneficiar- 
ies can get in touch with a rep- 
resentative of the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assis- 
tance Pro-gram by calling 800- 
803-7174. MMAP personnel are 
trained to screen applicants 
for eligibility and they can 
provide help to complete an 
online application. This serv- 
ice is often completed over the 
phone with a MMAP represen- 
tative.
